Congress Discards 
Immigration System 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Con­ 
gress has voted to discard the 
national origins quota system of 
immigration and to substitute a 
policy of accepting immigrants 
regardless of their place of 
birth. 
But unlike the House, theSen- 
ate in passing the immigration 
bill by a 76-18 vote Wednesday 
put a ceiling for the first time 
on immigration from Western 
Hemisphere nations. 
It now will be up to a Senate- 
House Conference Committee to 
work out this key difference in 
the bills. 
Sen. Edward M. Kennedy, D- 
Mass., floor manager of the 
measure in the Senate, told 
newsmen it might be possible to 
reach a compromise that would 
permit the President to raise 
the Western Hemisphere ceiling 
if he found this vital to the na­ 
tional interest. 
The scrapping of the national 
origins quota system has long 


been sought by those who con­ 
tend it discriminates in favor of 
northern 
and western Euro­ 
peans 
and makes an immi­ 
grant's place of birth more im­ 
portant than what he may con­ 
tribute to the United States. 


Under the system, adopted in 
1924, immigration quotas are 
assigned to nations outside the 
Western Hemisphere on the ba- 
sis of the national origins of the 
UJ>. population in 1920.

THE RAILROADS DID NOT 
FALTER 
The nation’s railroads in 1963 
registered their second con­ 
secutive year of modest gains 
in traffic and earnings. This 
was a reflection of the gen­ 
erally healthy state of the na­ 
tional economy. But it does not 
mean that this basic industry’s 
probelms are solved, or ap­ 
proaching solution. The rate 
of return on net investment 
barely topped 3 per cent, a 
totally inadequate figure by any 
reasonable standard. And the 
outlook for the current year is 
clouded noticeably by what the 
Association of American Rail­ 
roads calls “ . . .the unfinished 
business of 1963.” 
For instance, Congress has as 
yet done nothing to implement 
the late President Kennedy’s 
proposal to loosen federal re­ 
strictions against rate reduc­ 
tions on rail shipments of agri­ 
cultural and bulk commodities. 
Several major proposals for 
consolidations and m ergers of 
railroad properties, made nec­ 
essary and highly desirable by 
the exigencies of the times, 
await 
Interstate 
Commerce 
Commission action. And still 
eluding railroads and the pub­ 
lic, the Association points out, 


are the hoped-for 
savings 
promised by modernization of 
railroad wrork rules, many of 
which go back 40 years or 
more and are totally obsolete.

Washington Merry-Go-Round

En route through Africia— 
Rep. Clement Zablocki, D-Wis., 
now investigating 
Central In­ 
telligence booboos, might well 
take a look at a rivalry between 
CIA and the State Department 
which is engrossing African 
diplomats. It’s over the ques­ 
tion of whether President Nas­ 
ser of Egypt should continue to 
receive 
American 
surplus 
grain. 


The debate runs much deeper 
than mere rivalry between the 
State Department and Central 
Intelligence, and even deeper 
than feeding the people of Egypt. 
It involves, in the opinion of 
many African leaders, the ques­ 
tion of whether Nasser shall 
be kicked out as president of 
Egypt. 
If Nasser does not get Amer­ 
ican wheat for the Egyptian 
people many African leaders 
believe he would fall. 
They base this on the fol­ 
lowing political developments: 
Development No. 1 — The 
Egyptian army has taken a bad 
defeat in Yemen. More than 50,- 
000 Egyptian troops tried to 
throw out the Yemen monarchy 
friendly to King Sayd and there­ 
by, Nasser hoped, penetrate the 
vast 
oil reserves of 
Saudi 
Arabia, now operated by the 
Arabian-American Oil 
Com­ 
pany. 
The campaign has been a dis­ 
mal 
failure, 
and 
when 
the 
Egyptian army is humiliated it 
usually demands a scapegoat. 
Nasser himself used this argu­ 
ment to persuade the army 
to oust King Farouk after the 
defeat by Israel. This is what 
put Nasser in power. 
Development No. 2 — Cor­ 
ruption 
is widespread, 
the 
Egyptian people are aware of 
it and resent it. 
Development No. 3 — The 
economy is badly limping. Nas­ 
ser hasn’t the money to buy 
grain, and the Russians have 
no grain to spare even if they 
wanted to give it to him. The 
only thing that keeps Nasser 
going 
is surplus American 
grain. 
TOOL OF CIA 


Central 
Intelligence, which 
originally helped to put Nas­ 
ser in power and for quite a 
time was proud of doing so, 
has now turned against the man 
it made. CIA strategists be­ 
lieve it would be wise to pull 
the plug on the man who has 
undercut American policy all 
over Africa and the Near East. 


This explains the bitter attacks 
in the Egyptian press against 
the CIA, and the arrest of 
Moustafa Amin, editor of El 
Akhabar, on the belief that he 
has been a tool of CIA. 
_ The State Department, once 
not enthusiastic about Nasser, 
now prefers to have him in 
power rather than take a chance 
on an unknown leader who might 
replace him. It was this State 
Department policy which pre­ 
vailed when President Johnson 
OKed the release of the re­ 
maining wheat credit of $37,- 
000,000 to Nasser. Before he 
got the wheat, however, Nasser 
wrote a letter promising not 
to send any more Egyptian arms 
to the Congo rebels. 
This w’as an empty gesture, 
however, for the Sudan, which 
lies betw-een Egypt and the Con­ 
go, would have stopped further 
arms shipments anyway. 
The reason other African lead­ 
ers are watching the policy war 
between the CIA and the State 
Department — and the fate of 
Col. Nasser—is fhat Nasser 
has caused the real African 
iriends of the United States 
more trouble than any other 
individual save possibly Mao 
Tse-tung 
of Red China and 
President Nkrumah of Ghana. 
First he has meddled with the 
Moslem population in each of 
the black African countries— 
Senegal, 
Nigeria, 
the Ivory 
Coast, Upper Volta, Volta—all 
of which have heavy Moslem 
population adjoining the Sahara. 
Second, he has shipped arm s 
deliberately into certain coun­ 
tries, sucli as Somalia, to stir 
up trouble against such pro- 
West leaders as Em peror Haile 
Selassie of Ethiopia. 
Third, he set the original ex­ 
ample of getting arms from the 


Communists in order to black­ 
mail aid from the UnitedStates. 
This establishes a precedent 
for other African countries and 
makes politics more 
difficult 
for strongly 
anti-Communist 
leaders such as President Felix 
Houphouet-Boigny of the Ivory 
Coast. 
NASSER’S BONANZAS 
Africans in the former French 
and British colonies 
have a 
strong sense of justice. When 
a man commits a crime they 
believe he should be punished. 
They have seen Nasser get away 
with stabbing the United States 
- in the back; yet, instead of 
being punished, he has been 
rewarded with more food from 
the United States. 
Here are some of the stabs 
in the back Nasser has de­ 
livered; 
1. Persuaded Libya to termi­ 
nate the lease on Wheelus Air 
Force Base, biggest bombing 
base 
the United States 
has 
abroad. 
2. Tried to persuade Emperor 
Haile Selassie to cancel the 
satellite 
tracking station at 
Asmara near the Gulf of Aden. 
3. Tried to undercut American 
oil interests in Saudi Arabia 
through the Yemen campaign. 
4. 
Encouraged the 
Congo 
rel)els to revolt against the pro- 
West government of Premier 
Tshombe. 
5. 
Employed ex-Nazi scien­ 
tists to develop rockets—and 
perhaps nuclear weapons—to 
be used against pro-American 
Israel. 
Despite all this, the United 
States lias sent more food to 
Nasser in dollar value than 
the amount Russia has invested 
in the Aswan Dam. From 1955 
we have sent Egypt $486 mil­ 
lion worth of wheat and other 
surplus grain as against $240 
million advanced by the Rus­ 
sians for the Aswan Dam. 
In recent years the United 
States has been supplying 60 
per cent of all the wheat and 
wheat flour used by Egypt, 25 
per cent of all the food grains, 
and 
15 per cent of all 
the 
calories eaten by the Egyptian 
people.

SUCCESS 
There is a great deal of dis­ 
cussion today, among those who 
call 
themselves 
experts on 
communism and the nations of 
the communist bloc, on whether 
or not the communist system 
in practice can be considered 
a failure or a success. Many 
seem 
convinced 
that com­ 
munism has actually failed, that 
the rulers of communist nations 
are turning away from their 
Marxist 
doctrines 
and 
are 
somehow “mellowing” to 
the 
point 
where 
they will soon 


become neighbors with whom we 
can comfortably live. 
The 
truth 
Is 
that 
these 
“experts’* are using the wrong 
standard to judge communist 
success or failure. 
The right 
standard is not to be found In 
fidelity to the doctrines of Marx, 
and 
the 
failure 
of Marx’s 
absurd economic theories 
to 
work out in practice cannot 
be considered a failure of the 
communist system. 
Though many early communist 
agitators and revolutionaries 
were sincerely committed to 
Marxism as an ideology, and 
most still are, the real historic 
importance of Marxism is not 
as a theory but as a means to 
power, a hammer to crush free 
governments and replace them 
with tyranny. This means that 
the rest of communist success 
is not to be found in the working 
out of any economic program, 
but in the realities of power. 
By this test, communism must 
be considered as a success so 
long as it enables communist 
rulers to keep their power. So 
far, not one major nation taken 
over 
by communism has re­ 
gained its freedom. 
By this 
standard, communism is the 
most 
successful means for 
establishing despotism ever in­ 
vented. 
It will continue to be 
imposed until tyrants find 
a 
more palatable substitute. HLH

Washington, D. C.: •• Soon the 
really arduous struggles to get 
into space will crackle along the 
ground — at the gates of the na­ 
tion's skyports as they become 
a way of life. 
They’ll not be merely “ Moon-

or

Those space bases no longer 
are sacred, as the Boeing strike 
has proved, or the one which

work — the money will come 
out of the contractors* own 
pockets.

No longer will the extra costs 
of higher pay, delays, wildcats 
and sympathy strikes be passed 
on to the government. That’s 
what cost-plus contracts have 
meant. The government 
pays 
the cost and adds a percentage 
profit to the contractor. So 
he actually has been paying out

the workers calm. 
This has been fine with NASA 
because its truly genius-laden 
scientists want to get on with 
the job of getting onto Mars and 
then edging out beyond the local 
planets.

That has been left to the 
contractors they’ve hired *o 
make the hardware.

- such as the railroads, the 
electric light, the telephone.

munism has actually failed, that 
the rulers of communist nations 
are turning away from their

doctrines

Tile 
truth 
Is 
that 
these 
“experts’* are using the wrong 
standard to judge communist 
success or failure. 
The right 
standard is not to be found in

of Marx's 
absurd economic theories 
to 
work out in practice cannot 
be considered a failure of the 
communist system. 
Though many early communist 
agitators and revolutionaries 
were sincerely committed to 
Marxism as an ideology, and 
most still are, the real historic 
importance of Marxism is not 
as a theory but as a means to 
power, a hammer to crush free 
governments arid replace them 
with tyranny. This means that 
the rest of communist success 
is not to be found in the working 
out of any economic program, 
but in the realities of power.

Washington, D. C.: •• Soon the 
really arduous struggles to get 
into space will crackle along the 
ground — at the gates of the na­ 
tion's skyports as they become 
a way of life. 
They'll not be merely “ Moon- 
ports" 
or 
“ Marsports" 
or 
“ Venusports." 
They'll 
be 
planetary ports - with 
long 
picket lines attached. Stormy 
ports. 
Those space bases no longer 
are sacred, as the Boeing strike 
has proved, or the one which 
delayed 
the 
construction 
of 
moon-landing vehicle equipment 
out at Las Cruces, N. M., the 
other day, Boeing walkout 
at 
Cape Kennedy was the eighth 
in less than two years. 
How 
unsacred these 
space 
centers truly are, even to such 
circumspect unions as the Ma­ 
chinists, will be discovered next 
January. 
Why? Because after 
New 
Year’s 
the 
government 
no 
longer will play Santa Claus. 
For the most part, the Na­ 
tional Aeronautics and Space 
Administration (NASA) 
will 
wipe out cost-plus contracts. 
It will be telling the civilian 
contractors, 
and presumably 
so will the Pentagon, that they 
are on a fixed-price basis. If 
they give wage increases, or 
heavy fringe benefits 
to buy 
labor peace during negotiations 
or to end jurisdictional strikes 
or to coax the spaceport 
and 
m issile mechanics back 
to 
work — the money will come 
out of the contractors' own 
pockets. 
I 
No longer will the extra costs 
of higher pay, delays, wildcats 
and sympathy strikes be passed 
on to the government. That's 
what cost-plus contracts have 
meant. Tile government 
pays 
the cost and adds a percentage 
profit to the contractor. So 
he actually has been paying out 
the 
government's 
money, 
amongst other things, to keep 
the workers calm. 
This has been fine with NASA 
because its truly genius-laden 
scientists want to get on with 
the job of getting onto Mars and 
then edging out beyond the local 
planets. 
After all, NASA's basic prob­ 
lem is relativity not labor rela­ 
tions. That has been left to the 
contractors they've hired *o 
make the hardware. That wa. 
"all right" so long 
as space 
seemed to be a one-shot af- 
fair. 
But now it is a way of life 
— such as the railroads, the 
electric light, the telephone, 


the oil business, the steel busi­ 
ness, the radio, the jet. All 
launched vast new industries. 
So does “ space,” now on a six 
billion dollar annual budget — 
and soon twice that. 
“Space" 
expenditures will 
make the atomic energy pro­ 
gram money look like a bag of 
peanut shells. 
So the contractors have been 
told they'll get a fixed price for 
a moonshot or a Martian-walk­ 
ing machine. 
If a company com es in on 
cime with excellent mechanism, 
or ahead of deadline, 
there 
will be a bonus. If it falters, or 
the 
mechanism 
sputters (as 
happened just before 
the twin 
Gemini shot), there will be fi­ 
nancial penalties. 
That's how it will be after the 
first of the year -. and that's 
when 
all 
the screaming will 
start. Now the contractors will 
be spending their own money. 
There will be strikes. But 
they won't, in effect, be 
sub­ 
sidized by the government. 
The contractors, faced with 
a fixed price, will fight back. 
NASA's men who have had stars 
in their eyes will fulminate as 
the companies find themselves 
with chain reaction strikes on 
their hands. 


Each will be an emergency. 
Sometime in January a vital 
unmanned Apollo test shot 
is 
scheduled. If there is a walk­ 
out, there'll be cries for inter­ 
vention by the M issile Sites 
Labor 
Relations 
Committee 
here in Washington. 
Little is really settled at the 
skyports themselves.

The birth control needs of the 
American woman “ are Inade­ 
quately and Inequitably met." 
This Is the charge made by 
Dr. Robert E. Hall, associate 
professor, 
Department 
of 
Obstetrics and Gynecology, Co­ 
lumbia University's College of 
Physicians and Surgeons after a 
survey of birth control prac­ 
tices In 65 major American 
hospitals. 
Dr. * Hall’s survey indicates 
that the medically 
Indigent, 
those treated In clinics and 
wards of hospitals, are less 
likely to obtain birth control 
services and Information than 
are paying patients. 
For instance, private patients 
more readily obtain therapeutic 
abortions for psychiatric rea­ 
sons and for what Dr. Hall 
calls “ debatable indications" 
such as arthritis and inactive 
tuberculosis, 
than ward pa­ 
tients. 
If sterilization Is the preferred 
method of birth control, the pay­ 
ing patient can have the pro­ 
cedure performed more readily 
than can her non-paying sister. 
In one major hospital In New 
York City, Dr. Hall's study 
shows the Incidence of thera­ 
peutic abortion on the ward 
service between 1950 and 1960 
was one for every 224 de­ 
liveries. The Incidence on the 
private service was one for 
every’ 55 deliveries--or four 
times higher than on the wards. 
Dr. Hall notes that 247 of the 
248 private patients were white, 
the remaining one was Oriental. 


Of the 118 ward patients, 69 
were white, 47 were Negro, two 
were Oriental. Of the 366 wom­ 
en aborted, 276 were married, 
90, or 25% were not. 
AN ECONOMIC MATTER 
In 36 of 45 hospitals which 
have both ward and private 
services, 
“ the Incidence of 
therapeutic 
abortions 
were 
higher on the private services," 
reports Dr. Hall. In only four 
of the hospitals reviewed were 
there more ward abortions--a 
total of eight. 
Comments Dr. Hall, “ It is not 
without significance that the 
over-all frequency of thera­ 
peutic abortions at 60 outstand­ 
ing American hospitals Is 3.6 
times higher on their private 
services than on their ward 
services." 
STANDARDS DIFFER 
As for sterilization, the phy­ 
sician observes, “ That a double 
standard does pertain to the 
practice of sterilization as well 
as abortion Is Indicated In part 
by the fact that the ward patient 
at the New York hospital was 
sterilized after she had borne 
an average of six children, while 
the 
private patient obtained 
sterilization after her third or 
fourth child. Also, steriliza­ 
tions were debatable in 54^ of 
the private cases and only 6% 
of the ward cases. 
“ There Is no reason to be­ 
lieve," says the doctor, “ that 
sim ilar disparities do not pre­ 
vail at other hospitals.’’ 
PAYING PATIENTS GET HELP 
Contraceptive information Is 
also less available to the ward 
patient, the doctor found. 
He estimates that at the same 
New York hospital only about 
9.4% of ward patients received 
contraceptive advice. “ A poll 
of 
attending physicians re­ 
vealed,” he notes, “ that such 
advice was made available to 
all of the private patients who 
wanted it." 
Of 37 hospitals reporting to 
Dr. Hall, 13 reported no con­ 
traceptive service tothelrward 
patients; 19 reported that less 
than half the ward patients were 
given contraceptive 
Informa­ 
tion; only five estimated that 
more than half these patients 
received such information. 
“ Yet it must be safe to as­ 
sume," Dr. Hall 
observed, 
“ that contraceptive advice was 
available to virtually all of the 
private patients who wanted it." 
Noting that the American Col­ 
lege of Obstetricians and Gyne­ 
cologists (like the American 
Medical 
Association) 
had 
already approved the principle 
of providing contraception to 
all who desire it, Dr. Hall 
urged that “ the principle be 
converted into fact."

ABOLT OUR SCHOOLS 


by LYNN TWITTY 


We received notification this 
week that we will get our first 
allocation of state ald within 
the next few days. It will be 
in the amount of $360,164, or 
50 percent of our total alloca­ 
tion of $725,995 for the year. 
This is $22,038 less than we 
received from the state last 
year even though our enroll­ 
ment is up over IOO students 
above that last year. 
The reason we a re getting 
le ss from the state is because 
of an increase in our local 
tax evaluation last year. A per­ 
centage 
of 
the 
local tax 
revenue, as a result of increase 
in valuation, is deducted from 
state 
aid. There 
was also a 
sm all increase in railroad and 
utility taxes last year and some 
of this is also deducted from 
state aid resulting in the be­ 
fore mentioned loss of $22,• 
038 from the state source. 
Naturally our cost for the 
current 
school term will in­ 
crease because of the 
addi­ 
tional 
IOO plus students and 
also because of the fact that 
the cost of alm ost every sup­ 
ply and service which we use is 
up. 
These fkcts: L ess state mon­ 
ey, m ore students, increased 
costs, and not enough increase 
in local taxes to cover the dif­ 
ference continues to be a fi­ 
nancial squeeze on our educa- 
tional enterprise. 


Our 
high school 
textbook 
rental fee of $6.00 per y e a risa 
real bargain in com parison to 
the cost of buying textbooks in 
college. There this cost will run 
from $50 to $200 per student, 
depending of course, on the 
students schedule and year in 
college. 


A survey, recently conducted 
by a research organization, of 
418 
principals and teachers 
scattered throughout the United 
States indicates that 80 percent 
of those polled, felt that boys 
and g irls of this day and age 
were more intelligent than those 
of 20 years ago. Seventy six 
per cent said today's kids were 
healthier, which was not par­ 
ticularly surprising in view of 
medical and 
nutritional ad­ 
vances. However, the educators 
rated today's youngsters lower 
in m anners and courtesy and 
also thought they were slightly 
le ss industrious than boys and 
girls of the mid 40's. 
One principal said in essence 
that today's young persons are 
sm arter because they a re a part 
of the explosion of knowledge, 
th eir m anners w orse and they 
lle re 1 ° styi |y sp u » « 
because 
of the Fffvanition lrTtVie home 
which assigns le ss and 
less 
supervision to growing 
young 
people. 


While we deplore school drop 
outs and hate to see anyone leave 
school while they can still be 
benefited by form al education, 
it does not follow that all who 
leave school a re guilty of bad 
judgment. Unfortunately some 
of our schools, usually from 
lack of resources but also more 
unfortunately some because of 
lack of desire or effort, do not 
provide a program that meets 
the needs of all of our children 
and youth. 
All schools are not equipped 
to promote the special needs, 
the peculiar interests or the 
deverse capacity of all young 
people. Sometimes we do 
not 
combine the total resources of 
the community and the school. 
F o r some few youth the work­ 
ing world and the world outside 
the school can be more educa­ 
tional and especially for those 
even fewer highly gifted or in­ 
dividualistic youth who a re not 
challenged by the environment 
in some schools. While it is a 
m atter of record that most drop 


outs do not do well and few of 
them a re able to get san fac­ 
tory employment and more than 
the average become delinquent, 
this is not IOO percent true. 
This makes it even more im­ 
portant 
that our community 
work with their schools in try­ 
ing to provide an educational 
program that is flexible enough 
to meet the needs of most young 
people. 
We believe that 
the Trade- 
Technical education program 
which our Board of Education 
is developing here is a step 
toward providing the right kind 
of education and training for 
many young people who might 
otherw ise become drop outs. 


Forty four per cent of last 
y e a r's graduating class 
are 
enrolled in some sort of for­ 
mal education above the 
high 
school. Thirty seven per cent of 
the class is currently enrolled 
in college, others may enroll 
la te r, and a sm aller percentage 
a re 
attending nurse training, 
vocational schools, etc. 
This is somewhat above the 
national 
average 
as at the 
present time only about 30 to 
33 percent of our high school 
graduates go on for future edu­ 
cation. In some schools in South­ 
east M issouri less than 15 per­ 
cent of high school graduates 
have the desire or opportunity 
to 
receive additional 
formal 
education. 


Twenty two P . T. A. rep­

Thursday afternoon. T ie pur­ 
pose of this council is to co­ 
ordinate the activities of the

We 
appreciate the assistance of 
our fine Parent Teacher As­ 
sociation here. They are of 
great assistance in helping to 
better meet 
the educational 
needs of the community. 


At this time we plan to hold 
an open house at the new Trade- 
Technical addition at Senior 
High School, Thursday evening, 
October 7. We believe that this 
is a facility that all mem bers 
of the community will wish to 
visit. This addition, 50 percent 
of which was paid for through a 


federal grand, will anatta ae to 
provide a vocational education 
program as good in scope as 
any school system in the state 
outside 
of the 
metropolitan 
areas, and in quality as good 
as anv. We hope you can at­ 
tend. 
We believe you will be 
proud of this addition to the com­ 
munity.

The Relationship Between 
W ork and Income 


A /JANY of our union leaders 
seem unable to grasp the 
fact that wages depend upon pro­ 
d u ctio n . T h ey 
seem to feel that 
their only duties 
are to shorten 
the work and to 
b u ild up th e 
hourly wage rate 
and the fringe 
benefits. If they 
would 
concen­ 
trate th eir a t­ 
te n tio n on in ­ 
creasing output, 
they would be 
layin g a solid 
foundation for 
greater earnings 
for their members. 
Any type of collectivism , 
whether it be big government, 
big unions, or big business, which 
tends to separate or obscure the 
direct relationship between the 
amount of mental or physical 
work one does and his income, 
deprives the people of the better 
livin g standards which they 
could and would achieve if they 
understood the relationship be­ 
tween work and income. The man 
in business for himself under­ 
stands it, and he does not limit 
his hours. The professional man 
understands it, and he works to 
improve his situation. We some­ 
times hear complaints because 
some doctors, some lawyers, some 
engineers, some architects, and 
other professional people earn 
large incomes. The truth is that 
they work long hours. Of course, 
brilliance and luck are also fac­ 
tors, but if the rest of us were 
willing to work as hard, we would 
see much improvement in our in­ 
comes. If we want more, let us 
work more and produce it. 
It is incorrect to say that we 
will work ourselves out of jobs, 
for human wants are unlimited. 
We may have to change jobs and 
acquire new skills in order to 
produce what people want and 
will buy. We cannot go on pro­ 
ducing something for which there 
is no demand. We must maintain 
a flexible economy so that what 
each worker produces will ex­ 


change readily with others who 
are producing other types of 
goods and services. If the ex­ 
changes are free and the econ­ 
omy not made rigid by govern­ 
ment and union rules, all of us 
can work as hard as we like and 
readily exchange w hat we pro­ 
duce for that which we w ant of 
the production of others. This 
balance will be m aintained if gov­ 
ernm ent intervention and the ri­ 
gidities introduced by big unions 
can be elim inated so th a t con­ 
stant daily adjustm ents will be 
made in the m arketplaces.The re­ 
ciprocal relationships thus m ain­ 
tain ed betw een the d iffe re n t 
groups of producers both in our 
country and abroad will provide 
employment for all, and a stead­ 
ily rising standard of living.

W omen's Medical N ew sservice 
The birth control needs of tile 
A m erican woman “ are inade­ 
quately and inequitably m et." 
This is the charge made by 
Dr. Robert E. Hall, associate 
professor, 
Department 
of 
O bstetrics and Gynecology, Co­ 
lum bia U niversity's College of 
Physicians and Surgeons after a 
survey of birth control prac­ 
tices in 65 m ajor American 
hospitals. 
Dr. * Hall’s survey indicates 
that tile m edically 
indigent, 
those treated 
in clinics and 
w ards of hospitals, are less 
likely to obtain birth control 
serv ices and inform ation than 
a re paying patients. 
For instance, private patients 
m ore readily obtain therapeutic 
abortions for psychiatric re a ­ 
sons and for what Dr. Hall 
calls “ debatable indications" 
such as a rth ritis and inactive 
tuberculosis, 
than 
ward pa­ 
tients. 
If sterilization is the preferred 
method of birth control, the pay­ 
ing patient can have the pro­ 
cedure perform ed m ore readily 
than can her non-paying sister. 
In one m ajor hospital in New 
York City, 
Dr. 
H all's study 
shows the incidence of th era­ 
peutic abortion on the ward 
serv ice between 1950 and 1960 
was one for every 224 de­ 
liv eries. The incidence on the 
private service was one for 
every 55 d eliv eries--o r four 
tim es higher than on tile wards. 
D r. Hall notes that 247 of the 
248 private patients were white, 
the rem aining one was Oriental. 


Of the 118 ward patients, 69 
w ere white, 47 were Negro, two 
w ere Oriental. Of the 366 wom­ 
en aborted, 276 were m arried, 
90, or 25% w ere not. 
AN ECONOMIC MATTER 
In 36 of 45 hospitals which 
have both ward and private 
serv ices, 
“ the incidence of 
therapeutic 
abortions 
were 
higher on the private serv ices," 
rep o rts Dr. Hall. In only four 
of the hospitals reviewed were 
there more ward abortions--a 
total of eight. 
Comments Dr. Hall, “ It is not 
without significance that the 
o v er-all frequency of th era­ 
peutic abortions at CO outstand­ 
ing American hospitals is 3.6 
tim es higher on their private 
serv ices than on their ward 
se rv ic e s." 
STANDARDS DIFFER 
As for sterilization, the phy­ 
sician observes, “ That a double 
standard does pertain to the 
practice of sterilization asw ell 
as abortion is indicated in part 
by the fact that the ward patient 
at the New York hospital was 
sterilized after she had lx>rne 
an average of six children, while 
the 
private patient 
obtained 
sterilization after her third or 
fourth child. Also, ste riliz a­ 
tions were debatable in 54% of 
the private cases and only G% 
of the ward cases. 
“ There is no reason to be­ 
lie v e," says the doctor, “ that 
sim ilar disparities do not p re­ 
vail at other h o sp itals,'’ 
PAYING PATIENTS GET HELP 
Contraceptive information is 
also less available to the ward 
patient, the doctor found. 
He estim ates that at the same 
New York hospital only about 
9.4% of ward patients received 
contraceptive advice. “ A poll 
of 
attending physicians r e ­ 
vealed,’’ he notes, “ that such 
advice was made available to 
all of the private patients who 
wanted it." 
Of 37 hospitals reporting to 
Dr. Hall, 13 reported no con­ 
traceptive service totheirw ard 
patients; 19 reported that less 
than half the ward patients were 
given contraceptive 
inform a­ 
tion; only five estim ated that 
m ore than half these patients 
received such information. 
“ Yet it must be safe to a s­ 
su m e," 
Dr. 
Hall 
observed, 
“ that contraceptive advice was 
available to virtually all of the 
private patients who wanted it." 
Noting that the American Col­ 
lege of O bstetricians and Gyne­ 
cologists (Uke the American 
Medical 
Association) 
had 
already approved the principle 
of providing contraception to 
all who desire 
it, Dr. Hall 
urged that “ the principle be 
converted into fact."
